From the Order of Good Things to one of North America's most storied charitable

his year, the Fraternal Order of 

Eagles celebrates 125 years of 

fun, friendship and philanthro- 
py. Since that fateful February day 
in 1898 when six Seattle theater 
owners united to try to resolve a mMu- 
sicians' strike, the F.O.E. has grown 
into one of North America's leading 
fraternal organizations. 


With more than 660,000 members 
in over 1,300 clubs across the Unit- 
ed States and Canada, our presence 
is felt in communities everywhere. 
Even cities without an Aerie feel our 
presence through our founding of 
Mother's Day, the existence of Medi- 


care, collection of Social Security, 
the end of old-age discrimination, 
our $25 million Diabetes Research 
Center and the millions we give to 
research institutions every year. 


Seattle's small "Order of Good 
Things" quickly expanded, adopting 
the bald Eagle as their emblem and 
changing their name to the Frater- 
nal Order of Eagles. 


Most early members were actors 
or stagehands, carrying the Eagles 
name and the spirit of fraternal- 
ism from town to town. The troupe 
would start a new Aerie during their 


fraternal organizations 


run, then leave the club behind for 
the locals to run before moving and 
repeating the process. 


A decade into existence, the F.O.E. 
had nearly 2,000 Aeries and a 
membership of more than 350,000. 
In 1927, the first Ladies' Auxiliary 
started and on August 14, 1952, 
the Grand Auxiliary was officially 
established in Philadelphia, PA. 


World War Il saw the creation of 
the F.O.E. Memorial Foundation to 
protect the children of members 
who perished during the war. The 
foundation has since expanded to 
cover all members who die while 
on the job and benefits include 
medical, dental, vision, education 
and more. 


The mid-50s saw the F.O.E. 
donate nearly 200 of the Ten 
Commandments monoliths to 
communities across America, many 
of which still stand to this day. 


In 1959, the first F.O.E. Charity Funds 
were created for Cancer and Heart 
Disease. The Charity Foundation 
later expanded to include other 
funds, as well as our Fraternal Order 
of Eagles Diabetes Research Center 
at the University of lowa (DRC). 


The DRC began in 2008 as a $25 
million pledge to fund diabetes 
research and has since grown into 
a research juggernaut hosting more 
than 100 medical researchers and 
generating approximately $700 
million in additional research grants

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and funding. The Eagles continue 
funding the DRC today through 
the Bridge to the Cure fund, which 
helps turn research breakthroughs 
into potentially viable medications 
which could be used to treat or 
eradicate diabetes. 


In 1985, the F.O.E. became the first 
organization to donate more than 
$1 million to St. Jude Children's 
Research Hospital in Memphis, 
Tenn., thanks to the organization's 
longstanding relationship with the 
hospital's founder, Danny Thomas. 


The organization consolidated its 
operations to one location in 2002, 
with the opening of the Grand Aerie 
Headquarters in Grove City, Ohio. 


The facility hosts the administrative 
staff for the Grand Aerie & Auxiliary, 
the Charity Foundation, the F.O.E. 
store and the Grand Tribunal. 


Administrative costs are covered by 
annual membership dues, which 
allows the organization to give 
100% of the nearly $10 million raised 
annually to the folks who need our 
help the most. 


From coast to coast, American 
communities have been bettered 
by the work done through the F.O.E. 
and we can't wait to see what kind of 
accomplishments the next 125 years 
of history bring!

SECOND ROUND OF 


n Feb. 13, 2023, the Fraternal Or- 
der of Eagles Charity Foundation 
Board formally approved two 
new Bridge to the Cure projects at 
the F.O.E. Diabetes Research Center. 


Dr. Bing Li's project focuses on 
blocking the A-FABP protein that 
facilitates diabetes. Initial lab testing 
reversed the diabetes in four weeks. 
Dr. Li's Bridge to the Cure grant of 
$175,000 will be used to help prove 
that the antibody is safe and effec- 
tive for humans. 


Dr. Ajit Vikram's project blocks the 
miR-122 molecule with a new mol- 
ecule allowing the pancreas to pro- 
duce more insulin and lowering 
blood glucose to normal levels. Dr. 
Vikram's Bridge grant for $175,000 


will be used to conduct additional 
lab testing. 


Both new projects are ready to be- 
gin experimentation and have been 
approved by the Bridge to the Cure 
exploratory committee. 


Additionally, Dr. Julian Sebag and 
Dr. Calvin Carter have been ap- 
proved to receive their final $175,000 
grants, respectively. 


Dr. Sebag's compound was found 
to be effective and non-toxic in the 
additional testing funded by the 
Fraternal Order of Eagles. 


Dr. Carter's electromagnetic field 
study improved blood glucose and 
lowered insulin levels in lab testing. 
Safety trials begin in February with

the next phase of clinical trials being 
conducted to test efficacy. He also 
received the final $175,000 of his 
grant to help finish his testing. 


Each of these projects is monitored 
by the Bridge to the Cure Advisory 
Committee, which reports back to 
the Board of Grand Trustees with 
recommendations for funding. 


Since the F.O.E. Diabetes Research 
Center project began in 2008, the 
Eagles initial donation of $25 mil- 
lion has generated an additional 
$657,479,086 in total research grants 
and awards. 


The center now has 117 full-time fac- 
ulty members, with more than 1,000 
university researchers contributing 


to advancements in diabetes re- 
search. 


Thank you to all of our Eagles Broth- 
ers and Sisters throughout the ju- 
risdiction who contributed to our 
initial round of funding and to our 
continued support through the 
Bridge to the Cure Project. With 
your help, the Fraternal Order of 
Eagles WILL make a difference!

ast October, we welcomed our

rebuilt to once again receive their 
charters and, leave a lasting impact 
on their communities. 


On Saturday, October 29, many 
new applicants united with Grand 
Worthy President Rick Powell, Grand 
Madam President Elaine Regi and 
several Grand Aerie staff to institute 
in beautiful downtown Lorain. 


After more than a year of work, 
Organizers Dennis Flores and 
Celeste Glick saw their efforts come 
to fruition as Wellington, OH #205!1's 
Ritual Team performed the official 
cermonies to institute, initiate new 
members and install the groups 
first set of officers. 


The following day, our Eagle 
dignitaries and the Wellington 
Ritual Team traveled to Columbus 
Linden Aerie #2252 for the institution 
of Grove City #3620. 


Located in the home city of the 
Grand Aerie Headquarters, the Grove 
City Eagles was shuttered in 2016 
before beginning the reorganization 
process in 2019.

The mystery that accompanies 
our ritual during initiation helps to 
create a bond where promises are 
shared, oaths are recited, and sacred 
responsibilities are pronounced 
and accepted. Newly initiated 
candidates will have a sense that all 
initiated Brothers & Sisters are on 
the same page and there is no need 
to start from scratch in ascertaining 
each other’s values. 


Public declaration of an inner 
commitment is another integral part 
of our rituals and the commitments 
that are made during the ceremony 
of initiation solidify the belief that 


when a candidate commits orally, 
he is more likely to honor that 
commitment. 


Rituals, like the rules of any sport, 
serve to facilitate the action. 
Without them, the game would 
devolve into chaos and lose all 
meaning. When we open and close 
our regular meetings and initiate in 
form we create an atmosphere that 
enhances our values and principles, 
builds trust between brothers and 
puts us in the proper frame of mind 
for making the decisions that will 
affect the future of the Fraternal 
Order of Eagles. 


All members MUST be initiated through the 
full Ritual ceremony. There are no short- 
form versions of the ceremony. If you have 
not been formally initiated, you are not 
considered an official member of the Eagles 
and could be denied benefits through the 
Memorial Foundation in the event you were 
to perish while on the job. 


Make sure your Aerie/Auxiliary is properly 
initiating candidates and if you haven't 
been formally initiated, ask your Officers 
to conduct a Ritual ceremony to ensure 
you don't lose out on valuable benefits of 
Membership.

The Grand Aerie continues to operate 
within the budget approved by the 
delegation. The one-time per-year 
Per-Capita Tax will be calculated on 
June 1, 2023 at $12.00 per-member. 
There is still uncertainty in the 
upcoming fiscal year associated with 
the economy. Inflation is high and 
taking a toll on everyone, including 
our Aeries and Auxiliaries. The $12 Per- 
Capita Tax paid to the Grand Aerie 
doesn't go as far with costs rising as 
they are, but we must be diligent with 
expenses while still growing the 
organization. We must invest in 
membership, marketing and training. 
Those are the keys that will grow the 
FOE: 

Over 85% of revenue received in the 
Grand Aerie comes from Per-Capita 
Tax and Membership Fees, which 
illustrates how important 
Membership is to our organization. 


Eagle Village, the charitable 
retirement community located in 
Bradenton, Florida, has an 
outstanding loan balance on the new 
recreational center of $432,504. 
Donations are primary source to pay 
off the loan. 

We must continue to fundraise for the 
DRC so we can find that cure! The goal 
was to find a cure for diabetes and 
that goal is not yet finished. 

The By-Laws of the Fraternal Order of 
Eagles Foundation have been 
updated to allow for the ability to 
change grammar and spelling issues 
that doesn't change the intention or 
purpose of the By-Laws and will be 
presented at the 2023 International 
Convention in Reno, Nevada.
